THE ROAD BLOCKED WITH FREIGHT. 


Telegrams from Along the Line Indicate 


| 


? That-The Immediate Cause of 


the Trouble. 


Savannah, Ga., December 12.— (Special.) 


i | Abers two hundred and fifty employes of 


the Central railroad belonging to the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers quit their 
keys shortly after 2 o'clock this afternoons 
in accordance with telegraphic orders sent 
out from Savannah. Deputy Grand Chief 
Tobey and the special committee of em- 
ployes represent the strikers in every 
branch of the system in the three states 
of Georgia, South Carolina and Alabama. 

The immediate cause of the strike was 
the discharge this morning of Ditpatcher 
Harris, of the Savannah office, for refus- 
ing to send an order to a scab at Wadley; 
and the subsequent discharge of Messrs. 
O’Brien, Maxwell. and Dixon, because 
they were members of the order. This 
followed on the discovery, as the strikers 
Claim, of an order sent out by Super- 
intendent Wadley to the superintendents 
_Of the several divisions to gradually dis- 
charge all members of the order, so as to 
have them all weeded out by March ist, 
as they were in sympathy with the engi- 
neers and it had been decided to refuse 
to acknowledge the Brotherhood of En- 
gineers when the ninety days were ex- 
pired. The committee of telegraphers 
claim that they have proof of this, but 
Superintendent Wadley denies it. 

About 175 of the strikers are stated to 
be station agents, in addition to the 
telegraphers, and it is at their points that 
the strikers believe the most injury will 
be inflicted to the business of the road. 
‘The committee maintain that it will be 
inipossible for the road to get competent 
men to handle its business and the offi- 
clals of the railroad are equally as em- 
phatic in their statement that they can 
do so, and will soon have all vacancies 
filled. The committee says the telegra- 
phers will stand together firmly and are 
apparently confident that they will be 
able to secure a settlement of their griev- 
ances in a few days.

The Thirteen Men Walked Out Promptly on 


Time. 
Macon, Ga., December 12.—(Special.)— 


Promptly. at 2 o'clock today, thirteen tel>- 
graph operators in the employ of the Central 
railroad at Macon walked out of their offices. 
In obedience to instructions from their, chief, 
Ramsey, a general strike is declared over 
the entire system. and they assert thatit is 
simply. a game of freeze out.“ 

Three train dispatchers, Messrs. Davis, 

Williams and Sutphin, who are non-union 
men, remained at their post. The Western 
Union and Postal men, both non-union and 
union, declare that they will. not be ordered 
to take the places of the strikers, and are 
in full sympathy with them. 
The officials of the Central expected the 
strike to take place at 12 o’clock, and ex- 
press themselves as being fully prepared for 
it: Further than this, they would not say 
what their plans were. 

The members of the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers are holding a secret meeting 
tonight in a hail on Second street, and be- 
fore going into secret session threw the 
doors open to all outsiders who might want 
to hear their side of the story, and held an 
informal meeting, in which several members 
stated their crievances. 

They assert that orders had been issued to 
all the superintendents to discharge. all mem- 
bers of their organization by the end of the 
month; that seven had been discharged in 
Savannah Saturday, and that, Dy going out 
on a general strike now, they would have 
nothing to lose, but everything to gain. They 
claim that it is their intention to act as 
peaceful, law-abiding citizens, and will not 
under any circumstances harm or destroy any 
property belonging to the road. But they 
will watch closely and see that the law is 
complied with in filling their places, and 
wherever an operator is employed who has 
not had twelve months’ experience and is 
under eighteen years of age. that they will 
prosecute the company to the full extent of 
the law. They feel very bitter toward Mr. 
Wadley for not recognizing them as an or- 
ganization, and claim that their union 18 
50,000 strong. and that they have $75,000 in 
their trersury.

There is considerable excitement here and 
at all the points along the line of the Chat- 
tanooga division of the Central railroad 
over the strike of the railroad telegraph 
operators, which occurred this evening at 
2:20. Every operator from Chattanooga to 
Griffin joined in the strike, including two 
lady operators, one Mrs. Annie Barron, at 
Whitesburg, and the other, Miss Mattie 
Julpepper, at Senoia. Every freight train 
from Chattanooga to Griffin is side-tracked, 
and the immense amount of freight in tran- 
sit is blocked up, which is causing much 
talk, and is of much concern to the mer- 
chants and other business men. The cotton 
men are very much exercised over the block 
on this business. Their cotton shipments 
are time freight, but the telegraph operators 
hold red boards” on these heavily loaded 
freight trains, and they are side-tracked in 
consequence. It is currently reported all 
along the line that if the Central people 
put on plug“ operators that the passenger 
conductors will not take orders from them, 
and that will put all passenger and mail 
trains in the side track. 


RUSHING TO THE MINES. 


A Great Find of Gold in Artsona—Every- 
body Excited. 

Phoenix, Ariz., December 12.—The great- 
est gold fever ever known is on in Arizona. 
Men are quitting their work on the railroads 
and telegraphers are leaving their offices 
for a grand rush to the new placer grounds 
on San Juan river. Every team has been 
taken and fabulous prices are being offered 
for horses or any other means of transporta- 
tion to the mines, which are 175 miles from 
the Atlantic and Pacific railroad. Prominent 
officials of the road have caught the fever 
and yesterday a party of ten left Canyon 
Diablo for the scehe. On Friday morning 
one man washed ont $700, and in a day and 
a half another man washed out $2,800. The 
excitement is so intense that it is interfering 
with business in adjoining towns.

TWO STREET FIGHTS, 


Sparta Has the Biggest Kind of a Sen- 
sation. | 


OR. GILMORE WAS KILLED THERE, 


And Representative Julian West 
and Others Wounded. 


A TRIANGULAR AFFRAY IN AIKEN, 


Resulting in the Instant Death of One 
Prominent Citizen andthe Mor- 
tal Wounding of Two Others. 


Sparta, Ga., December 12.—(Special.)}— 
Sparta was the scene today of a shooting af- 
fray which was one of the most sensational 
in the history of this county. 

At 2 oclock this afternoon pistol firing 
was heard on Broad street as a result of 
which Dr. W. R. Gilmore lies dead shot 
through the heart: Hon. Julian West, mem- 
ber of the legislature, is severely wounded 
in the right arm; Mri. A. H. Amos in the 
lower abdomen; Deputy Marshal E. B. 
Brown in the rigat hand, and young Jesse 
Gilmore, son of the deceased, in the right 
leg. None of the wounds are regarded as 
critical except that of Amos, who was only 
a bystander. 

During the late political campaign Dr. 
Gilmore, who lives in Glascock county, 
published a highiy obuoxious circular re- 
flecting on West and many other gentlemen 
in Hancock. This was the circular that 
caused the trouble with Doyle, the negro 
preacher. It wus extremely bitter in its 
tone. 

Today West mc: and asked Dr. Gilmore if 
he was its author. He replied, “yes.” Then

One of them 
fired at Marshal Brown, who rushed up to 
stop the fight, his ball striking Mr. Amos, 
a bystander. He emptied the barrels of 
one pistol and had another ready. 

In the confusion of the melee it was dif- 
ficult to know whose shot hit Dr. Gilmore.. 
He was struck with two or three balls, 
and it is believed by many that Jesse shot 
his *ather. ' 

The Gilmores evidently expected a row 
and were well armed for it, and quick to 
precipitate it.

Alken, S. C., December 12.— (Special.) One 
or Aiken’s most prominent citizens was killed 
and two others mortally wounded this even- 
ing, and the wildest excitement prevails. 

Captain Thomas G. Lamar, the fa- 
mous kaolin developer, was shot snd 
instantly killed by Mayor Chafee this 
evening at 7 o'clock, not however, 
until he had mortally wounded both the may- 
or and Chief of Police ert Gaston. 

This afternoon Mayor Ch&fee received a tel- 
egram from Mr. Lamär's Ui r, which said: 
„Tom Lamar has a pistol; he is very mad with 
you; he has gone to Aiken.” It was signed C. 
J. Lamar. 

Upon the receipt of the telegram Mayor Cha- 
fee notified the chief of police to have Mr. La- 
mar arrested as soon as he reached the city. 

A short while after the arrival of the 6 
o’clock train Mr. Lamar was seen to go into 
Blalock & Co.’s bar. There he avowed he 
would shoot the mayor and chief of police on 
sight. Hearing he was in the bar threatening 
his life, the mayor with the chief of police, 
went into it to arrest him. He very quietly 
submitted to the arrest until they reached the 
door of the saloon, when he suddenly puiled 
his pistol, shot Mayor Chafee and turned to 
shoot Chief Gaston, who felled him with his 
club. He instantly recovered and fired on the 
chief, the ball entering the breast and pene- 
trating the left lung. . 

Chafee, who had by this time, slightly re- 
covered from the shock shot Lamar through ihe 
heart, just as he was in the act of firing upon 
him the second time. 

Lamar was instantly killed. 

Chafée and Gaston were taken to thelr 
homes in carringes and Lamar to the Knights 
of Pythias hall of which order he was a mem- 
ber, where his body will remain until tomor- 
row. A ecoroner’s inquest will be heid.

Changes in street Railway Circles. 

The contract for furnishing power for the 
Consolidated Street Railway Company by 
the Macon Gaslight and Water Company 
expires, by limitation, Thursday, the 15th 
instant. 

_ For years this contract has been in ex- 
istence and the business relationship be- 
tween the two companies has always been 
leasatzt. The price charged per car has 
n about $4 per day. Eight cars are in 
daily use, which have yielded for the gas- 
light and water company a revenue of $32 
per day. 

As soon as the present owners came in 
—— of the road they decided first to 

uild their own power station, besides mak- 
ing other improvements. The location se- 


lected is near the park, on the banks of the 


Ocmulgee, just beyond the Central railroad. 

Contractor P. J. Duffy took the contract 
for $11,000, and will formally turn over the 
building to the company Saturday next. The 
machinery is nearly all in position, and they 
Will soon be prepared to generate 800 horse- 
power, if necessary, to run their cars. A 
large force of hands is now employed in, 
double tracking a part of their lines and 
laying heavier rails, the lighter ones to be 
used on tracks running into Kast and South 
Macon. . 

The gaslight and water company have 
consented to furnish power beyond the date 
of the expiration of the contract until the 
Consolidated company are ready to start 
their generators. 

President Jeter, of the gas company, 
stated today that his company is busy laying 
wires to furnish motor power for various 
private enterprises ip the city, such as 
printing presses, elevators, etc. Arrange- 
ments have already been perfected to utilize 
all the power they now have at their com- 
mand. Today they are putting in position a 
thousand incandescent light machine in ad- 
dition to the ones already in use.

Athens, Ga., December 12.—(Special.)—

Some years before the war Julia Phinizy, 
a bright and buxum young slave woman 
with health and energy, contracted with 
the late Ferdinand Phinizy—her owner— 
for her freedom, agreeing to pay a stated 
sum therefor. By industry, frugality and 
economy, she managed to pay the amount 
and gain her freedom just before the eman- 
cipation proclamation was issued. Julia 
still continued to work and economize and 
was always regarded as an exceptionally 
good woman. She thought a great deal of 
her master’s family before and after free- 
dom and never ceased to bold them in the 
highest agteem. They also loved Jwia, 
their old slave. A few days ago she died, 
She left a will duly executed and signed. 
By the will she bequeathed all her property 
which amounted to a nice little sum, con- 
sidering the fact that it was entirely the 
savings of an ex-slave made dollar by dollar 
with hard work, to a member of her 
old master’s family. 

She named as the beneficiary in this 
carefully drawn document Mr. rion 
Phinizy, a son of the late Ferdinand Phini- 
zy, who lives in this city and who is worth 
in his own right a quarter of a million. 

Having no heir of her own, this honest 
and devoted old slave left her earthly pos- 
sessions as a monument of her love for her 
old master’s family, which will be perpetu- 
ated by being spread upon the records of 
the courts of the county.

| BUT ACALL ON SATOLLIS SECRETARY 


Brings Out the Statement That the Mon- 
signor Has Not Been, Nor Will 
He Be, Recalled to Rome. 


New York, December 12.—A_ dispatch 
from St. Louis to The Herald says: “It is 


learned here that there is much consterna- 


tion at the office of the cardinal secretary of 
state on account of the failure of Monsig- 
nor Satolli's mission to the United States. 
He was sent at the solicitation of Monsig- 
nor Ireland, who assured the cardinal sec- 
retary that there was a glorious future in 
store for the church in America if certain 
obstacles were removed, and pointed out 
that these obstacles were the local bickerings 
of priests and bishops, and above all the 
condemnation of public schools by the Amer- 
jean hierarchy. Monsignor Satolli went to 
America to present the holy father at 
the opening of the Chicago exposition, and 
when the confeicuce of archbishops of the 
United States was held on November 17th 
at New York, he appeared and was intro- 
duced by Cardiual Gibbons. He delivered 
“an address in which he told them that he 
had prepared a plan consisting of fourteen 
- propositions, wLich the archbishops should 
sign in final settlement of the school ques- 
tion, and notified them that there must be 
no discussion of ihe proposition. The arch- 
bishops were astounded and when Satolli 
returned they unanimously refused to ask 
for the appointment of an apostolic dele 


gate in the United States. When they | 


came to consider the basis of settlement of 
the school question all, with the exception 
of Monsignor Ireland, refused to sign it. 

Cardinal Gibbons begged of the arch- 
bishops not to reject it, but to receive it 
without signing it. This they would not 
do, but they held it for further considera- 
tion. 

The mission of Monsignor Satolli, there- 
fore, is an utter fuilure. There will be no 
settlement of the school question on any 
other than the basis laid down by Pius IX 
and Leo XIII and adopted by the Baltimore 
council. . 
There is just now much ation in ec- 
clesiastical circles as to the future movement 
of Monsignor Satoili. The chances are that 
he will return to Rome to be present at the 
pores jubilee next February and will not 

— back to the United States in any ca- 
pacity. 
Satolli’s Propositions. 

Rome, December 12.—The Monitore Di 
Roma publishes a summary of fourteen 
propositions on the school question that Mon- 
signor Satolli, papal ablegate, submitted to 
the recent conference of American arch- 
bishops, held in New York, and the pope, 
Cardinal Rampolla, papal _ secretary of 
state, and the congregation of the propa- 
ganda fide, are in accord with these propo- 
sitions, 

The Rumor Denied. 

Washington, December 12.—Monsignor 
Satolli absolutely declined to say anything 


today in regard to the dispatches that his 


mission had been unsuccessful. Dr. O’Gor- 

man, however, authorized the statement 

that Satolli had not resigned, had not been 

recalled and did not expect to be recalled, 
Rumors of Kecall.

Suicide of Captain George Woodbridge— 
Cause of the Act Unknown. 


Richmoad, Va., December 12.—Captain 
George N. Woodbridge, cashier of the sav- 
ings bank of Richmond, one of the best 
known club men in the city, committed sui- 
cide about 7 o’clock, at his residence on 
East Franklin street. The cause for 
the deed is not known, although 
for the past few days Captain Woodbridge 
has acted at times in a manner indicative 
of men depression. He, however, at- 
tended his duties and his family and friends 
were wholly unprepared for the shock 
which ‘his rash act gave them. He leaves 
a wife and two children, the oldést of whom 
is a cadet at West Point. 

Owing to the high position held by the 
deceased in social circles, his suicide caused 
a great sensation. It is rumored financial 
trouble was the cause, but it is denied by 
his intimate friends.

James 
Ritchie, Maxwell and Eders, and Sproull 
and Eudaly, three majority and two nnori- 
ty members, was appointed to fix the pen- 
alty and report to the presbytery tomor- 
row. . 
The second and third charges on which 
Smith was found guilty pertain to his 
views on inspiration. The second charge 
was that he taught contrary to the funda- 
mental doctrine of the word of God and 
of the Confession of Faith, that the Holy 
Spirit did not so control the inspiration of 
writers in their composition of the holy 
scrptures as to make their utterances ab- 
solutely truthful and free from error wher 
interpreted in their natural and intended 
sense. The third charge accused him of 
teaching against the inspiration of the 
scriptures themselves. n view of the 
close vote, it is surmised that the penalty 
of ex-communication will not be recommend 
ed, possibly not even more than an ad- 
monition.

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The Goldbugs Open the Fight. 
We discuss in another article the in- 
sult offered Speaker Crisp by E. Ellery 
Anderson, of the Reform Club, so-called. 
The intention of the insult is explained 
ty Anderson, who says that the club is 
opposed to Judge Crisp for speaker. That 
is to say, Anderson, who presided, vio- 
lates and outrageous the hospitality of 
his own club because he says the organi- 
vation is opposed to Crisp for speaker. 

What is at the bottom of this opposi- 
tion? It is not based on the idea that 
Speaker Crisp is not a tariff reformer, 
for lhe goes as far in that direction as 
Mr. Cleveland. He is quite as keen for 
tariff reform as any genuine democrat, 
and is anxious to take prompt advantage 
of the popular endorsement of the demo- 
cratic programme. 

What, then, is the trouble? It is simply 
this, that Speaker Crisp is in favor of the 
free coinage of silver and the Reform 
Club is in favor of the policy of money 
monopoly—having been organized, in fact, 
to further such a policy. That is the 
secret of the studied insult effered to 
the speaker of the house, 

Well, we are glad it has come in that 
shape. If the goldolators and the money 
power propose to control, that fact can- 
not be made apparent a moment too soon. 
We are glad that the issue is to be 
squarely made. It deserves to be fought 
out on its merits. We thank Anderson 
for his method of beginning the new 
campaign, and are glad to note that Mr. 
Cleveland is disgusted with the treatment 
of Speaker Crisp. 

With Cleveland, Stevenson and Crisp 
in charge, we are perfectly content to 
rest the case of the people against the 
monopolists. 


Speaker Crisp and the Reform Club. 
We observe that some of Speaker 
Crisp's friends are inclined to resent the 
treatment received by him at the Reform 
Club dinner in New York, Saturday night.

The stricken ones in their season of 
sorrow and grief will have many loving 
friends in Atlanta whose hearts will go 
out to them, and whose tears will be an 
eloquent tribute to one of whom it may 
be truly said: None knew her but to love 
er!” 


The Farmers and the Silver Question. 

Qne of the most significant events in 
Great Britain in recent years was the 
gathering of British farmers in convention 
which lately took place. There were 
fifteen hundred delegates representing 
more than two hundred and fifty agricul- 
tural associations. 

Reports of this great gathering have 
not been printed in the American news- 
papers, but it is sufficient to say that 
the farmers of Great Britain are as fully 
alive to the urgency of legislation that 
will put an end to the constantly increas- 
ing value of gold as the farmers of this 
country. Ihe most significant part of 
their proceedings was the vigorous pro- 
test which they launched against gold 
monometallism, and their demand that 
silver be given a fair chance in the mon- 
etary world. 7 

Naturally the demand of these British 
farmers will not amount to anything, for 


England is more thoroughly under the 


control of the money power even than 
the United States, but the protest is sig- 
nificant as showing the attitude of the 
farmers of that country. 

We do not know how much the British 
farmers have lost by the demonetization 
of silver, but the farmers of the United 
States have lost untold millions, and still 
continue to lose. Mr. Cleveland’s first 
secretary of the treasury, Daniel Man- 
ning, called attention to this tremendous 
loss in his report to congress, and the 
loss has been growing greater and greater 
every year since. 

The loss that immediately followed the 
demonetization of silver in this country 
cannot be estimated. The panic of that 
year and the attendant smashing of 
values is not likely to be soon forgotten 
by those who suffered. In 1870, the assess- 
ment of property values in the southern 
states amounted to $2,570,193,113. In 
1878, it had dropped to $1,926,120,018— 
a loss in eight years, owing to the appre- 
ciation of gold, of $653,073,005. Natur- 
ally this loss mainly fell on farms and 
agricultural lands, and we have no doubt 
it amounted to at least $100,000,000. 

Meanwhile, democrats who ought to 
make their influence felt in finding a 
remedy, are squabbling and besitating 
over matters of detail that do not affect 
the main question at all. They are wor- 
rying themselves about the ratio, when 
every sensible person knows that the 
ratio capnot be fixed at all until there 
is something to fix it to. To fix the ratio 
before free coinage has settled what ‘it 
shall be is like trying to draw water 
out of a well without windlass of whorl, 
rope or chain. In the Brussels confer- 
ence one man says it ought to be 20 to 1, 
another 16 to 1, and another says 15 1-2 
to 1 is the logical ratio. There is nothing 
logical that has no logic behind it, and 
no coinage ratio can be logical without 
coinage. 

Justice demands prompt settlement of 
the silver question, but apart from this 
it is a vital question of party policy. 
The democrats will have to satisfy the 
farmers of the country on this issue. 
Tariff reform is something, but it is not 
enough. It will give some relfef, but 
there can be no real relief as long as 
the country is tied to the golden chariot 
of the money monopolists.

She 
there illustrated in her new home _ the 
highest culture and the best Christian in- 
fluence of the south. 

She was never tempted by her Social

NINE MEN TRIED 


On Revenue Charges But Only Three 
Convicted. 


The grindings of the United States eourt 
yesterday morning were a little out of the 
ordinary; not as to the number of cases, but 
regarding the verdicts rendered. 

Just nine revenue cases were disposed of, 
and out of this nine, six secured a verdict 
of not guilty by jury trial. Of the three that 
were convicted of the charges against them 
two entered pleas of guilty and the third 
went to trial without a single witness in his 
behalf. 

Alfred Jones, a young fellow, hardly 
twenty-one, entered a plea of working in an 
illicit distillery, and was sentenced to three 
months in Hall county jail. 

A. B. Pittman was found guilty of work- 
ing in a distillery and was sentenced to one 
month in Hall county jail. 

Tom Faulkner, one of the three that were 
sentenced, is an old man of some sixty 
years. His attorney entered a plea of run- 
ning an illicit distillery, and the old man 
was allowed to m a statement. 

“Well, jedge,” said he, “hit wuz cause 
my taxes wuz so far behin“ I hadn’t made 
no whisky fer nigh on ter three year, but 
my taxes wuz in’; but befo’ I could do 
anything they cut me down. 1 hed my house 
full of beer, but twant no use. Then they 
brought me up here en’ I give bond en’ went 
back home en’ my taxes wus still behin’. 
Then some of the boys said thet it wouldn't 
be no more harm ter make a little more, en’ 
the taxes wuz still behin’. So, jedge, I hopes 
thet you will be mighty easy on me; 1 ain't 
got but one wife en’ one daughter, en’ they 
can’t git along without me.“ 

“If you were a younger man and made 
that statement to me I would give you the 
full extent of the law; but as it is, I shall 
sentence you to three months in Hall county 
jail and fine you $100.” 

A Witness Arrested. 

Green Golden, charged with working in 
an illicit distillery, was acquitted; but his 
brother, Jim Golden, was immediately ar- 
rested on the same charge. John was his 
brother’s only witness, and after he had 
testified and Green released. Assistant 
United States Attorney Angier announced 
that there was a similar charge against this 
witness, John Golden, and Judge Newman 
was asked if he might be at once. 
Ju Newman thought that such a thin 
might be done with perfect propriety, an 
John Golden was placed under arrest in the 
United States courtroom.

The men charged with revenue offenses, 
but who were acquitted, are: Joseph Rousey, 
charged with working in an illicit distillery; 


Willis M. Brown, charged with the same of- 


fense; Larmon, same offense; John 
Wehunt, charged with working in an illicit 
distillery; Will Wehunt, same offense.

The Warrant Against Him Disminsed at 
the Request of the Prosecutor and 
an Accusation Sworn Out, 


The . warrant against Supernumerary 
Helms, of the police force, was dismissed 
by Justice Manning yesterday morning at 
the request of J. M. Vaughn, who swore 
it out. 

Lawyer Albert, who conducted the case 
for the prosecution, announced that an ac- 
cusation had been sworn out against Helms 
in the city court, charging him with assault 
and battery, and he would be tried there. 

Last night Helms’s name was unceremoni- 
ously dropped from the police roll by the 

lice commissioners at their regular meet- 

g. One commissioner remarked that. 
while Helms might be innocent of the.charge 
of assaulting Vaughn, he was tre 
quently in trouble, and he made a motion 
to dismiss Helms from the force without 
a trial. The motion passed the board, and a 
dense blue mark now appears where young 
Helms’s name once was. Chief Connolly 
stated to the board that immediately upon 
Helms’s arrest on the charge of assaulting 
Mrs. Vaughn, he had demanded his badge 
and pistol, and had them in his possession. 

The charge upon which Helms was dis- 
missed from the force was made about a 
month ago. He was charged with playing 
cards with a negro while on duty. The case 
was never heard by the board, having been 
postponed at the last meeting. A month be- 
fore he was tried on the charge of being 
drunk. The charge was not proved, and 
Helms went back to his post, only to be 
suspended a few days later. He is the son of 
Patrolman Helms, who has been on the 
force for a number of years, and ‘Who has 
made an excellent record duing his long 
service. 

The case against Helms in Justice Man- 
ning’s court was res yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. It was adjourned over 
from Friday afternoon, and it was thought 
that it would occupy the entire day. When 
the case was ed Attorney Simmons 
stated that he wanted to summon a number 
of witnesses, and asked that the case be 

ned for two hours until the witnesses 
could be brought into court. Lawyer Al- 
bert made the same request, and. Justice 
Manning allowed the ase to go over until 
12 o'clock. At that time it was ex 
that a long session would begin. Disap- 
pointment Was in storé for those who ex- 
pected racy proceedings. 

At the beginning of the session Mr. Al- 
bert, for the prosecution, stated that his 
client had several witnesses to examine 
yet, which would occupy a great deal of 
time, and he asked that the warrant be dis- 
missed.. He added that Mr. Vaughn had 
sworn out an accusation against Helms in 
the city court and the charge would be 
sifted there. To continue would be a waste 
of time. The warrant was accordingly dis- 
missed. 

Mrs. Vaughn, who had been in the court- 
room at 10 o' clock, when the case was first 
called, was not present when Lawyer Al- 
bert asked for a dismissal. 

Helms was served with the accusation by 
Sheriff Morrow. and bail for him was sixed 
at $200.
